With prospects of a good crop improved by the recent rains 
every farmer should look to his machinery and supplies need. 
ed for harvest time. Because of the heavy feed bills of last 
winter, tic iate spring and recent dry spell, many farmers 
havepostponed their purchases. With good crop ip sight, no 
more time should be lost. The output of implement manufact- 
urers generally is not up to the mark because of shortage of 
material, labor and transportation troubles. Binder twine may 
not be short but it may |be poorly distributed. Difficulties 
may be avoided by placing early orders. In these days of in- 
sufficient production it is a poor policy to be caught among 
the late buyers in a bare market. Remember the disappoint- 
ments of the feed market of four months ago. 

As a return to open grain markets may be made this fall 
there may be sudden fluctuations in prices. As in pre-war 
years, the forehanded farmer will be in a position to take full 
advantage of the market. 


NEWSPAPER SUSPENSIONS. 


The reduction in the number of daily newspapers by suspen- 
sions, absorptions and amalgamations, is not alone due to 
higher paper and other costs, but to changing conditions in 
the newspaper business, and is likely to continue for we are 
entering upon most ¢ritical times for them. 

The main supply of world-wide news is now furnished by 
the Associated Press and several other news-gathering ser- 
vices. Exactly the same general, and such of the local, news 
appears in every daily newspaper in Canada. The same con- 
dition exists in the advertising columns. This standardiza- 
tion of news and advertising services to likely to go on stead- 
Sly improving, and the publication of more than one good 
morning or evening paper in a centre is becoming very much 
of a wasteful duplication of effort. A good daily paper, even 
in the smallest centres, is well worth, and should be sold for 
five cents, and a family should be content with one. 

Rural weeklies, national weeklies and periodicals are in a 
different class. Their contents are entirely original. That is, 
they do not appear in any other publication. They are becom 
ing increasingly more expensive to produce. The reading mat- 
ter in a single issue of a leading Canadian magazine costs more 
than eight to ten times the whole reading contents in a lead- 
ing daily paper. woe me my led ge 

The Free Press, Forest, Ontario, refers to the passing out, 
because of increased costs within the last few years of eight of 
the fifteen newspapers published in Lambton County. This 
will be regretted by those who know country in Canada, A 
rural weekly and small city daily is more of a public institu- 
tion than a money-making enterprise. There are few editors ot 
rural and smaller daily papers who are not underpaid, self- 
sacrificing public servants. They give more to than they get 
from their communities, and when they are leaders, as so many 
are, commanding respect and confidence, their papers are a 
great power. The Financial Post is in cordial sympathy with 
the action of parliament is continuing to—in spite of the op 
position of the city dailies for whom R. L. Richardson, M.P.. 
spoke—to transport rural weeklies free of ‘charge in their local 
districts. Another phase of good work these local papers do is 
to keep those who go out into the world, to the big centres anc 
foreign parts, in touch with their eld homes. For that reason 
we should also favor carrying copies of rural papers going t¢ 
these subscribes free of postage. This is really a great national 
service, a good investment for the country. There are few men 
or women who do not hope to go back to and do something for 
their old home. If the world treats them well they want to 
share the good things with the schools, churches and institu- 
tions in their old homes. Many of them do. These generous 
thoughts can be best retained by keeping them constantly i 
tuuch with the doings at home. There is only one way—the 
local newspaper.—The Financial Post.

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CALGARY IS WARNED (Pithy Paragraphs 
ABOUT EXTRAVAGANCE! For Busy People 


Alderman’ Frank Freeze, of 
Calgary, who is manager of the 
Canadian Credit Men's Associa- 
tion here, warns the city that it 
is drifting towards a receivership. 
He gives as his grounds for this 
assertion the fact that the city 
spent a million dollars more last 
year than it received in income 
and that it is spending a million 
and a quarter more this year than 
its revenue will be. He advises 
the most rigid economy and_ the 
cutting out even of essentials un- 
til such time as the situation has 
been cleared. He claims that the 
tax arrears are too heavy and that 
not more than half of them will 
ever be met. 


The Spitzer Rorik company, of 
New York, which advanced the 
city money on the arrears of 1918 
is now clamoring for its due. But 
it stated when advancing the 
money that it could be returned 
when the rates’ were favorable. 
The city has collected $225,000 
of the arrears and to send this 
money to New York would cost 
$25,000. The city does not con- 
sider that this rate of 12 to 15 per 
cent. against Canadian money is 
favorable and so it is holding off 
its remittance. The company is 
insisting that it be paid and_ the 
municipality that it is 
bound by the condition which 
the company volunteered namely 
of making the .remittance when 
the rate became favorable and the 
rate has not become favorable. If 
the company would accept Can- 
adian funds the remittance would 
be made forthwith.
